FRANCES E. COMBS 


Las Floristas, a name reminiscent of old Spanish 
Fiestas—it conjures visions of the opulence of Nature 
expressed in the gold of Hispaniola—the grape-reds 
of heady wines the glitter of jewels and redolent 
with the mysterious essenses of exotic blooms— 
patterned with the designs of Damascus Steel—this 
is Las Floristas. 


Tall, well branched, heavy textured blooms, it 
has improved the good qualities and colors of both 
its famous parents.

Aril Section 


Che Oncocyelus Species 


ATROFUSCA VE 12-18” $5.00 
A deep blend of dark red, mulberry and brown which ap- 
proaches black. The signal patch is even darker which 
contrasts well with the yellow-bronze beard. This Onco is 
rarely offered and since it has abundant pollen should be 
useful for hydridizers. Larger than atropurpurea but possi- 
bly belonging to the same species. 


ATROPURPUREA EE 12-18” $1.50 
This species we find quite variable in size and color, typical 
blooms have dark red-purple standards sometimes veined 
while the falls approach black. The greenish-yellow signal 
patch is bordered with velvety black. The beard of yellow- 
ish hairs is sparse. This species grows in sandy lowlands 
near the coast with about a twenty inch annual rainfall. 
All variations are good. 


ATROPURPUREA var. EGGERI E 15-20” $1.50 
Very similar to the species above but quite brown. Hand- 
some and blooms rather easily. 


BARNUMAE var. MARIAE E 6-9” $2.00 
This is a small, low growing species with rounded stand- 
ards and falls of a shade of purple between orchid and 
rose. The globular standards are veined with a deeper 
purple. It comes from a sandy hill country with a mere 
6” annual rainfall. 


BISMARKIANA E 12-18" $3.50 
This is one of the large flowered species and is quite as 
spectacular as lorteti or susiana and similar species. The 
standards have a creamy white ground with blue veins 
and a doiting of purple. The falls are a creamy straw base 
with a heavy net-work and dotting of deep brown purple. 
The brownish-red signal is accented by a dark purple beard. 


LORTETI E 12-18” $7.50 
This is a fabulous flower and sometimes grows to as much 
as 7” in diameter. The standards are white with a delicate 


flush of light lilac-pink and very finely engraved lines of 
lavender. The cream colored falls are covered with minute 
dots: red-purple which becomes so sparse at the margins 
as to almost fade out while the concentration at the center 
makes almost a solid color. Until recently this species was 
unavailing which accounts for the lack of hybrids involving 
this lovely flower. It has set seed for us by both Oncocyclus 
and one tall bearded and also has ample pollen. 


NAZARENA VE 12-18” $3.50 
There has been some question as to whether this beauty is 
entitled to specific rank. We are not qualified to give even 
an opinion on this subject but have compared it in bloom 
with ‘bismarkiana’ and find sufficient differences to list i 
separately. It is a much more delicately colored flower 
than ‘bismarkiana’ and shows some structural differences 
also. The standards are glistening white with very faint 
lines of lavender. The rich creamy-straw colored falls are 
covered with brown oval dots which seem to be almost 
embossed. There is an intense velvet-black signal. Color- 
ing is somewhat variable. 


NEW SPECIES E 6-9" $1.50 
Probably a natural hybrid between ‘atropurpurea’ and 
‘barnumae’. Although small it is charming. Well worth whil.e. 


SUSIANA VE 12-18” $2.00 
This is the most easily grown—the least expensive—one oi 
th emost striking of the entire group. Its large blooms are 
handsome and guaranteed to be traffic stopping when well 
grown. The huge blooms are globular and we have seen 
it on strong stems more than two feet high. The silvery 
white ground color is covered by an intricate pattern of 
veins and dots of a grayed-violet so deep as to appear 
black. Many of the flowers have an indefinable suggestion 
of green. Has pollen and sets seed. 


The Regelia Species 


HOOGIANA E 24” $1.00 
This was discovered in fairly recent times and comes from 
Turkestan near Tibet. The best specimens are considered 
to be the closest of all Iris to ‘true blue’ although as in other 
species there is considerable variation. It is noted for its 
satin like quality. 


HOOGIANA PURPUREA E 24" $.75 
Same as the type but the color approaches a rich royal 
purple and there is a deeper signal patch. 


KOROLKOWI E 20” $1.00 
All of the variations of this species have elegant elongated 
shapes rather than the globular form most often met with 


in the Oncos. It has a creamy white ground with chocolate- 
brown veins and a deep signal patch. 


KOROLKOWI VIOLACEAE E 18” $1.50 
Similar to the type but has a whiter ground with reddish- 
velvet veins and a dark signal. This in combination with 


several Oncos has given many of our most beautiful Regelio- 
Cyclus hybrids. 


STOLONIFERA E 20” $1.00 
The standards are white shaded at the edges with helio- 
trope in a plicata pattern and the falls are shaded lilac 
with a broad chocolate-brown edging. 


STOLONIFERA LEICHTLINI' €E 20” $.75 
Similar to the species but more deeply shaded and ruffled. 


The Regelia Hybrids 


HOOGIANA BRONZE BEAUTY E 24” $1.50 -3 for $3.25 
(Hoogiana X Stolonifera) 

This outstanding, vigorous hybrid has tall, strong stems and 

lovely flowers. The standards are light heliotrope-violet 

while the falls are a rich, dark violet. There is a cinnamon- 


brown edging to both. 


LUCIA (Loo-chee’-a) E 20” $2.50 
(Korolkowi X Stolonifera) 
Here is a handsome ruby-red bloom with the elongated and 


pointed petals which are typical of the pod-parent. The 
beard is steel-blue. 


ORESTES (O-res’-tes) VE 18” $1.75 
(Korolkowi X Stolonifera) 

Orestes was the son of Agamemnon and Clytemnestra and 

had two sisters—Iphegenia and Electra. The flowers are 

of a rich mahogany-red with a brown beard. It is slightly 

frilled and waved and an iridescence of purple and violet 

gives much brilliance. 


VULCANUS (Vul-kan’-us) E 18” 
(Korolkowi X Stolonifera) 

Vulcanus was the god of Fire and made armor for the 
Olympian gods. He was the only immortal who was both 
lame and ugly. Generally accepted as the son of Zeus and 
Hera and the husband of Aphrodite, who was usually busy 
with the affairs of love—her own and others. The flower is 
slender and pointed, of chocolate-brown. There is a glossy 
violet blotch in the center of the beard, which is blue.

AGATHA (Ag’-a-thuh) E 20” $2.50 


(Korolkowi Leichtliniana x...) X (Susiana) 
Susiana has conferred much of its beauty upon this child, 
for it is not only large but shows much of the Onco in its 
makeup. The blooms are silvery-white, the standards being 
flushed with heliotrope and veined in violet. The falls are 
even more darkly veined and show a large triangular signal 
signal patch in red-purple. 


ANDROMACHE (An-drom’-a-ke) VE-E 18” $1.00 
(Korolkowi Violaceae X Mariae) 

Hector, a king of Troy, had a beautiful and devoted wife, 

for whom this flower was named. Somewhat similar to 

Agatha in coloring but with a wine-red signal patch in an 

oval shape. Sets seed and has abundant pollen. 


ARTEMIS (Ar’-tem-is) VE 20” $1.00 
(Korolkowi venosa X: Mariae) 

Artemis, also known as Diana, was the twin sister of Apollo. 
Their parents were Zeus and Leto. Artemis was the goddess 
of the chase—and small wonder, for Zeus—who was the 
head man—was constantly on the chase, much to jealous 
Hera’s (his wife) disgust and anger. This is a stunning 
flower with a modified korolkowi form. It is an off white 
with a heavy patterning of deep purple and a black signal. 
Very good for hybrid work. 


CAMILLA (Ca-mill’-a) Ealey $.75 
(Korolkowi X Paradoxa) 

A mortal maiden who lost her life in leading a warrior band 

against the Trojans. The standards are a deep bluish 

purple while the falls are off white with dense veinings of 

purple and an almost black signal. 


CHARON (Kar’-on) VE 16” $2.00 

(Korolkowi venosa X Atropurpurea) 
Charon is of course ‘the dark boatman’ who met souls and 
ferried them across the River Styx to the netherworld ruled 
by Pluto. A different coloring appears in this flower from 
most of this type. It is a bronzy gold-buff with an infusion 
of reddish-mahogany and veins of deep maroon. Signal 
patch of blackish-red. 


CHIONE (Kee-o’-nee) E) 1S” $5.00 
This was a very beautiful girl whose history is a bit obscure. 
Apollo, it seems was either her lover or her ancestor—she 
became so conceited about her beauty that she compared 
it to Artemis herself. This was too much for the jealous 
Artemis and so she slew the offender—doubiless with an 
arrow. The standards are white with a soft blue veining 
while the falls are netted in gray-brown. This was reported 
in the 1954 British Iris Society Yearbook (page 15) as having 
formerly been called ‘Circle’. No parentage available. 


CLOTHO (Clo’-tho) $1.50 
((Korolkowi x paradoxa) X (Artemis)) 

Remember the Three Fates? Clotho was the Spinner. Deep 

purple veins cover a lighter tone in the standards and the 

purple falls are veined with black—the beard is sable. 


DARDANUS (Dar’dan-us) E 18? $.60 
(Korolkowi concolor X iberica) 

Dardanus was the legendary founder of the Trojan race. 
His mother was Electra—one of the Pleiades. History and 
hythology are a bit careless in recording such a trifling 
matter as to whom his father might have been—my own 
guess is Zeus! The ground color is a pearly white. The 
standards are veined and shaded with bright lilac while 
the falls have purple veins and a blotch. 


EUNICE (Yoo’-nice) E15” 
(Korolkowi concolor X iberica) 
In the second Epistle of Paul to Timothy we find that 
Eunice is Timothy’s mother. In Greek it gets a different 
pronunciation and means ‘happy victory’. This is a fine 
flower—probably a sib (sister seeding) to Dardanus. The 
standards are a pearl-gray with soft violet veins and the 
falls are cream-white nettled with a delicate fawn-pink. 


ISIS (I’-sis) E 14” $1.25-3 for $2.85 
(Korolkowi violaceae X Iberica van Houttei) 

Isis, with the Egyptians was the sister-wife of Osiris and 
head goddess, later the Romans accepted her into their 
extensive pantheon as a nature goddess. The flower 
standards are a shade between carmine and fuchsia while 
the falls are in a light buff overlaid with maroon veins. 
The signal patch and beard are almost black.

ISOLDA (I-sol’-da) E 18” 

(Korolkowi venosa X atropurpurea) | 
This name comes not from the Greek but from mediaeval 
Brittony. The opera ‘Tristan and Isolda’ was written around 
the romance which also involves King Mark of Cornwall. 
This flower has one of the more unusual colorings in this 
type—over a mahogany ground—a network is spread of 
old gold veins. A.M.-R.H.S. 1914 


LUNA (LOO’-no) EE 18” 

(Korolkowi violaceae X Susiana) 
The Roman name for Artemis, who doubled as goddess of 
the Moon. This is an exceptionally good variety with its 
ground color of creamy-white on which appears a flush of 
pink to lavender. The red-violet veins converge into a black 
patch on the falls. A.M.-R.H.S. 1907 


TEUCROS E 18” 

(Korolkowi concolor X iberica) 
Teucros is a variation of the name Teucer—the original was 
a son of the River Scamander and first king of Troy. Now 
I must apologize to Zeus for I find that Dardanus was the 
son of Teucer—Oh, dear.’ This flower, like many of its 
relatives, is a two-toned beauty. The standards run to a 
soft pink tone with darker veins while the falls are silver- 
white with a pink flush and maroon veins which become an 
almost black signal patch. Very worth while and fairly easy.

THESEUS (Thee’-sus) EM 20" $1.50-3 for $3.75 
(Parentage not recorded) 

Again we are on familiar ground. Theseus was an Athenian 

king who conquered the Amazons and took their queen for 

one of his wives. The deep violet standards have even 

deeper veining and the creamy-white falls have veining and 

signal of deep violet. 


THOR VE 12” 

(Korolkowi X sari) 
Thor was the Norse God of Thunder who had a magic 
hammer which he used to fling about rather freely. Seems 
he was practically always angry with some one—nasty 
disposition! This flower is quite handsome in spite of 
being rather short. The pearl-gray ground is netted in 
heavy purple vein. The signal is even darker. 


ULYSSES E 16” $2.50 -3 for $6.00 
(Parentage not recorded) 

Ulysses headed the Quest for the Golden Fleece—no, that 
was Jason. Well, anyway, he must have been a slippery 
character for he was also known as Odysseus and dreamed 
up the Wooden Horse hoax that led to the downfall of Troy. 
This flower comes the nearest to pink of any in this section. 
The standards are light lilac with deeper veins while the 
oe are of cream with veins and a signal of the deeper 
color.

The Aril-Bred Iris 


ALTA MOHR (Paul ‘48) L 36” $.75 
(Wm. Mohr X Alta California) 

Flaring falls of violet-orchid have heavy veins of maroon. 

The standards are orchid with a purple accent. 


AMERICAN MODERN (Craig ‘51) M 36” $6.00 
(Gay Senorita X Joppa Parrot) 

This favorite of ours is quite handsome and clearly shows 

the onco ancestry. The fine large blooms are olive-ochre, 

flecked with blue-green and the falls are veined with a 

dark red. An excellent bloomer—increases well and bears 

seed. 


ANATOLIA (Craig “49) M 30” $3.00 
(Tiffany x Los Angeles) X (Capitola) 

This vigorous grower from the Mohr line has light red-violet 

blooms which are veined and dotted in the characteristic 

oncocyclus manner. 


ANITA CATHERINE (S. Clarke 49) 
(Purissima X Mohrson) 

The large blue-white flowers show little evidence of its 

exotic background—indeed but one-eighth Onco is in its 

makeup. It sets seed however and has given its originator 

‘Gold Smoke’. 


APPOINTEE (White ‘41) 

(Unknown) ~ 
The yellow flowers vary considerably with different growers. 
It is still being used in some of the green breeding. Shows 
no Onco influence. H.C. ‘41 


ARDRUN (McLeod ‘51) E 36” $10.00 
(Artemis X Gudrun) 

A large purple-red (almost rose) flower with strong mid-ribs. 

A dramatic note is struck by the unusually wide, heavy 

brownish-black beard. The fertile pollen and unusual par- 

entage make this a valuable breeder's flower. 


ASKALON (Jory ‘49) M 30” $1.00 
(Grace Mohr Sdlg. X Capitola) 

A pinkish-lavender hybrid with deeper colored falls lighted 

by a yellow flush. Note the Mohr blood in both parents.

AZIM (White °42) E 30” $1.00 
(Unknown) 


Veins and heavy striations of varying tones gives this olive- 
buff blossom a definite look of the Orient. Will occasionally 


set seed. 


BALI AGHA (White ‘51) 
(Unknown) 

As in many Oncos, this is a bicolor with standards of laven- 

der, veined in purple and falls of a rich buff veined and 

splashed in red. Most distinctive. Fertile pollen. 


BALROUDOR (J. Sass ‘33) E 12" $.50 
(Yellow Pumila Sdlg. X Beatrix) 

This is one of many small Onco or Aril breds for its pollen 

parent is from the regelia, korolkowi violaceae X the Onco 

species Susiana. The flowers are of a light blue in bi tone. 


BALTIS (White ‘48) M 36” $1.50 
(Unknown) 

The deep, rich violet blooms show the Onco type and the 

good branching habit make this a desirable cutting as well 

as garden subject. H.M. ‘48 


BAMBOO (Craig ‘53) E-M 36” $6.00 
(Gay Senorita X Capitola) 

The handsome Mohr-type flowers are of soft straw-buff 

(bamboo) with the falls boldly veined in varying tones of 

red from maroon to burgundy. Has abundant pollen. 


BARRIMOHR (W. Miller ‘44) E 30” $.75 
(Wm. Mohr X Adobe) 

The large slightly ruffled flowers have flaring falls. A 

mulberry-violet of heavy substance and velvety finish. 


BED TIME (White 38°) E 24” $.75 
(Sofarana x susiana) X (Yellow Sdlg.) 

Note the seed-parent—a cross of two Oncos. The cream- 

brown ground color is veined in deep purple and the signal 

patch is a velvety black. 


BEISAN AGA (White ‘54) E-M 30” $15.00 
(Unknown) 

This grey-violet flower looks much like a true Onco. It is 
heavily veined and striated with a brown-purple so deep 
as to be black.. A brown beard and black signal intensify 
the illusion. The center seems to light up with the light 
maroon style crests. Has done well in more rigorous cli- 
mates than California and has pollen as potent as the 
three old standbys, Capitola, Ib-Mac and Joppa Parrot. 


BELLA MOHR (Ohl ‘S5) M 36” $20.00 


(Wm. Mohr X Sable) 


A dark, glowing purple with no haft markings; large and 
vigorous. 


E-L 33” $2.50 


BEN ADHEM (Morris ‘50) Beacd $1.00 
(Hoogiana X Benton Daphne) 

This is a Regelia hybrid of which there are as yet very few. 

This one is easy to grow and has lilac-blue flowers of good 

size and increases well. 


BLACK JOPPA (White ‘54) 

(Unknown) 
While somewhat similar to Joppa Parrot in form it is a much 
more refined, a subtle colored bloom. The background is 
a slate-gray with an orchid cast. Veined and stippled in 
varying tones of purple brown. Reportedly a good seed 
setter—it has not proved so with us but its plentiful pollen 
and high fertility places this with the three NEW top pollen 
parents. We have seedlings from both tall bearded and 
Oncos by this dramatic Oncobred. 


BLUE ELEGANCE (Jory ‘48) E 40” $1.50 
(Purissima X Capitola) 

The large blossoms with semi-flaring falls are of chicory-blue 

with veins of a deeper tone. The plant is reported as being 

winter hardy in spite of the Purissima blood which is at 

times tender. H.M. '49 


BLUE FAIRY (Muhlestein ’53) E 36” $1.00 
(Cool Lemonade X Hoogie Boy) 

This good sized ruffled blue self is the product of two of 

Tell’s introductions and boasts one quarter Hoogiana blood. 

Sets seed. 


BLUE OX (Craig °49) M 34” $2.00 
(Acropolis X C.G. White Onco-bred) 

There is an almost learthery quality about the big lavender- 

rue flowers. While it produces no pollen it readily sets 

seed. 


BLUING (Craig ‘51) Bares $3.00 
(Purissima X Capitola) 

Another introduction from a famous cross. A starched and 

flaring light blue self of great distinction. 


BLUMOHR (Marx ‘49) M 36” $4.00 
(Wm. Mohr X Orloff) 

One of the first Oncobreds to come in the blue tones. The 

large plumbago flowers have the distinguishing form and 

substance but none of the veining of the Oncos. Lasts well 

and produces an abundance of pollen. H.M. ‘49-A.M. ’52

(not listed) 

Large Mohr-type flowers with orchid-gray standards and 

violet falls. 


BRILLIG (White ‘49) M 24” $.75 
(Sofarana x susiana) X (Yellow Sdlg.) 

The name of this charming flower recalls a bit of Lewis 

Carroll’s nonsense. Purple Onco veining on the creamy- 

yellow blooms converge into a dark toned signal. 


BUTTERFLY WINGS (White ‘46) M 36” $1.50 
(Pink Jadu x susiana) X (Theme x Sacramento) 

While the seed parent is but half Onco, it has passed io its 
offspring a charming array of exotic characteristics. The 
many blooms are borne on tall, well branched stalks. It sets 
seed easily and many of its seedings show its peculiar 
patterning. The standards are of a light lilac-blue and the 
parchment colored falls are heavily veined in mulberry, 
russet-brown and crimson. A startling flower. H.M. ’47 


CANAAN (Jory ’49) M 30” $5.00 
(not listed) 

Large Mohr-type flowers with orchid-gray standards and 

violet falls. 


CAPITOLA (Reinelt *40) E 20” $1.00 
(Wm. Mohr X Ib-Mac) 

Strictly speaking this is a breeder’s flower, for it is not too 
easily grown. A wonderful pollen parent—not only very 
fertile but contains the blood of the Onco ‘gatesi’ on one 
side and ‘iberica’ on the other. It is considered and indeed 
looks, like a Mohr. The large flowers are slightly patterned 
on a red-violet ground. 


CERULEAN (Craig ‘50) E 40” $6.00 
(Purissima X Capitola) 

The large Mohr-type flowers are a beautiful cerulean-blue 

with faint veins which indicate its breeding.

A charming flower of rosy-purple with veins and signal of 

darker tones. Note especially the parentage.

(Wm. Mohr X El Capitan) 

The really huge Mohr-type flowers are of a soft lavender- 

violet with a darker veined patterning. 


CONQUEST (Marx ’52) E 30” $5.00 
(Snoqualmie X Capitola) 

This is a large Onco-bred, has wistaria standards and 

creamy falls with a lavender signal. Doubtless shows some 

of its ‘gatesi’ blood. Has ample pollen. 


CORONATION TAPESTRY (Craig °53) M 36” $7.50 
(Gay Senorita X Joppa Parrot) 

We consider this one of Mr. Craig’s outstanding and im- 

portant introductions. It is a bi-color involving lilac, brown, 

purple and green in an indescribable manner, It increases 

well and now that the price is coming down we hope that 

it will become more widely grown. H.M. ‘55 


CRYSTAL CLEAR (Craig ’51) E 36” $6.00 
(Purissima X Capitola) 
Large Mohr-like flower in pale blue with a green cast. 


DAMASCUS BLADE (White-Eckels ‘52) M 38” $7.50 
(Unknown but involving Quaker Mischief) 

According to Mr. White's original number this apparently 

has 14 Onco blood. An indescribable blend of steel-gray, 

mauve-pink and brown with a light blue blaze at the end 

of the beard. Reportedly fully hardy in the East. 


DOXA (H. Sass ‘29) Eeeae $.75 
(Unknown) 

Although there is, so far as we know, no proof that this is 
an Onco-bred, it is generally considered so and for that 
reason we include it here. The olive-yellow flowers which 
have shadings of green and lavender are strange rather 
than beautiful. Seed parent of Mohresque and of possible 
merit in a green breeding program. H.M. ’28 


DUE WEST (West ’34) Broun $.75 
(Purissima X susiana) 

While this shows no Onco traits we are convinced that it— 

and its sister seedlings are valuable in breeding work. 


EARLY MASS (White ‘37) E-M 36” $.50 
(Purissima X susiana) 

This like the preceding is of interest only for breeding or 

collectors. A light blue self that throws Aril-looking seed- 

lings when crossed by Arils. 


ELAN (White ‘39) E 28” $.50 
(Sweet Alibi X Jocund) 

A large ruffled white flower with faint tints of blue. Jocund 

is supposedly one-half Onco. 


ELENA CHOOSING (White *44) 
(Answer X Jocund) 

The glistening metallic gold blooms have shadings of larker 

bronze and lilac which give evidence of its Onco parentage. 


ELMOHR (Loomis ‘42) M 34” $.75 
(Wm. Mohr X H22: a red sdlg.) 

This Dyke’s Medal winner was a sensation when first seen 
and well grown blooms will still stop traffic. Unique in 
shape, the color lies between a reddish-mulberry and a 
glowing dahlia-purple. Although the veins are of the same 
color they have a prominence which gives added character 
to this handsome MUST. Sets seed and has fertile pollen 
occasionally.

(Onco X Beaded) 

The large cupped standards are white which is almost 

obscured so heavy is the veining of deep mulberry. The 

falls are veined in maroon and have brown beards—the 

signal patch is black.

A bold purple flower of heavy substance and velvety tex- 

ture with flaring falls. Named for the great plain in Pales-

ETCHING (Craig 52) L 30” $5.00 
(Mariposa Mia X Capitola) 

A pale gray Mohr with veins which seem to have been 

‘etched’ by some Master Artist. 


EVENSONG (Frazee ‘50) M 3” $2.00 
(N. J. Thomas X Yellow Sdlg. from W. R. Dykes) 
A much finer flower than its pod parent. The wide large 


flowers are of mignon and Patriarch-purple. Sets seed. 
H-M. ‘50 
FAIR ENOUGH (White ‘35) EE 36” $.50 


(Purissima X susiana) 
Smooth light blue flowers on well branched stems combined 
with its early blooming habit make this desirable. Shows 
few Onco traits but sets to Oncobred pollen. 


FALLEN LEAF (Williamson ‘31) E 15” $1.25 
(Korolkowi X Dwarf Bearded) 

The narrow pointed flowers of this Iris show its Regelia 

ancestry. The standards are reddish-whine, deeping into 

claret-maroon in the falls. Further enhanced by black 

signal and bronze beard. 


FANCY WORK (Craig ‘51) E-M 40” $7.50 
[(Tiffany x Los Angeles) x (Sib.)] X (Capitola) 

A fine large Mohr bloom of yellow which is decorated with 

Burgundy red. 


FAR CROSS (White ‘40) E 24” $.75 
(Unknown) 

While the parentage is unknown, the Iris Check List credits 

this variety with one-quarter Onco blood and it looks the 

part. The medium sized flowers are of a beautiful dark 

maroon which looks almost black when first opened. 


FLAIRMOHR (Craig 54) M 32” 
(Purissima x Joppa Parrot) X (Capitola) 
A charming Mohr in tones of very grayed blue. 


FLURRY MOHR (Rees ‘50) E 42” $1.00 
(Snow Fluddy X Capitola) 

A huge deep, rich violet which tends to open its standards 

flat in the manner of the Japanese.—Stunning for arrange- 

menis. 


FRANCES CRAIG (Craig ‘52) 
(Snow Flurry X Capitola) ; 
Tom Craig really knew what he was doing when he named 
this charming flower, for if it could talk we feel sure it would 
reflect further the wit and personality of the Lady known as 
‘Fran’. The steady stream of awards it has won speak more 
loudly than the written word. Tom says it is a ‘grayed.

GRAY CLOUD (J. Sass ‘33) E 12° $.50 
(Yellow D.B. Sdlg. x ?) X (Beatrix)

The Mohr shaped flowers have an unusual color best de- 

scribed as honey-brown. 


HEIGHO (Craig ‘48) M 42" $1.50 
(Purissima X Capitola) 

One of the finest varieties from this cross which has given 

so many beautiful and outstanding blooms to Tom Craig. 

The clear violet flowers are set off by a dark ae aie 


HOOGIE BOY (Muhlestein ‘49) E $2.00 
(Hoogiana) X (G. Serouge x Salutation) 

The wistaria-violet tlowers are brushed on the hafts with 

gold and the beard is also gold. Has fertile pollen and sets 

some seed. H.M. ‘49 


HOOGSAN (Samuelson ‘47) EM 36” $1.00 
(Hoogiana X San Francisco) 

A large, smoother Hoogiana. The delphinium blue blooms 

are strongly suggestive of its regelia seed parent, but much 

easier to grow and increases well. 


HURRICANE (Craig °49) M 32” $2.50 
(Purissima X Capitola) 

The big flaring flowers of heavy substance are calored a 

pale powder-blue with an infusion and marbling of lilac. 

Admired by all. H.C. ‘48-H.M. ‘49 


IB-MAC—True (Van Tubergen ‘10) E 12" $2.00 
(Iberica X Macrantha) 

A large globular flower of deep rosy violet which is quite 
striking. The brown beard is accented by the black signal 
patch. Quite potent pollen. The leaves are sickle-shaped 
(falcate) in the Onco fashion and are white based. This 
last we mention to further distinguish it from the following 
variety. 


IB-MAC—False (Unknown) E 24” $.50 
(Unknown) 

This is a delightful Iris and is doubtless misnamed. It can 

readily be distinguished by ‘the tall straight leaves which 

are red based. It grows and blooms easily but so far as 

we have determined, it is infertile either way. It possibly 

has Regelia blood in it. 


IB-PALL (Foster ‘11) E 18-24” $.50 
(iberica X pallida) 

A ee light mulberry flower with a rather small black 

signal. 


ICICLE (Marx ‘47) L 10” $.75 
(Yellow dwarf Bearded X Luna) 
This is a small bluish white with the Regelia form. 


ILLUSION (Kleinsorge °43) L 34” $1.00 
(Ormohr X Red Cross) 
A lovely orchid self which occasionally sets seed. H.M. ‘47 


JEBAL KERAK (White ‘54) E 30” $20.00 
(Unknown) 

The standards are of a greenish white while the falls are a 

deeper lemon color. There is a dramatic signal patch of 

dahlia purple. 


JOCUND (White ’38) E 28” $.75 
(Oncocyclus X Tall Bearded) 

Supposedly half Onco; the light yellow blooms show a dis- 

tinct white line down the center of the falls. 


JOPPA PARROT (White ‘48) E) 24" $4.00 
(Oncobred) 

One of Mr. White’s most famous originations. The dome- 
shaped standards are shaded from mauve to mulberry with 
darker veinings; the golden brown falls are splashed and 
striated with mulberry and there is a trace of a darker 
signal. This variety must be divided annually or there is 
a great chance of loss. 


JUMNA (White ‘50) E 18” $4.00 
(Unknown) 

Similar to Joppa Parrot in size and shape but in varying 

tones of purple and violet with a deeper signal. Quite 

fertile pollen. 


KALIFA BALTIS (White ’54) E 36” $25.00 
(Unknown) 

Handsome bicolor of buff and olive. The signal is Bordeau 

and quite pronounced. Very fertile pollen. 


KALIFA FATIMA (White ‘52) Eee $7.50 
(Unknown) 

Strongly suggestive of the true Oncos, this plant is much 

easier to growing and flower. In shades of gray, blue and 

purple, with an almost black signal. Fertile pollen. 


KALIFA GULNARE (White ’54) E 34” $25.00 
(Unknown) 

The huge blooms are something new in the bicolor class. 
The domed standards are a lovely pale lavender while the 
falls are rose with a suggestion of henna, a deeper signal 
and a golden-buff border complete this beauty. Much 
admired in our garden and its fertile pollen make it valuable 
for the breeder. Also sets seed. 


KING DAVID (Craig ‘51) E 36” $3.00 
(Acropolis X Capitola) 

A tall variety which has deep rich purple blooms of a 

heavy velvety texture. The deeply veined pattern adds 

even more to its substance. 


KISH (White °44) M 18” $1.00 
(Unknown) 

The near white standards are lightly veined in violet, while 

the more deeply colored falls are closely veined and dotted 

with violet and have a dull maroon signal. Cuts well. 


LABAN EFFENDI (White ’54) M 30” $4.00 
(Unknown) 

Here is a flower that lends itself well to the arranger. It 

increases and blooms well. Standards are soft lavender 

with deeper markings while the falls are a shade of purple 

with an undertone of deep wine red which deepens at the 

center to make an almost black signal. 


LADY DOZIER (Dozier ’49) M 36” $6.00 
(Ormohr X Brunhilde) 

This handsome flower has inherited ‘Mohr’ of the Mohr 

qualities than many Oncos which actually contain a greater 

quantity of Onco blood. The large blooms show a deep 

blue tone with lines that seem embossed. While not at all 

well known it should be much more widely used. 


LADY MOHR (Salbach “44) E-L 36” $.75 
[(Alta Calif. x King Midas) x (Miss Calif.)] 

Still a handsome and desirable Iris. The standards are 

oyster-shell white with an infusion of faint lavender. The 

broad, rounded falls take their ‘seafoam’ yellow from the 

Onco ‘gatesi’ in Wm. Mohr. (H.M. ‘44- A.M. ‘46 


L’AMOHR (Craig ‘54) M 32” $6.00 
(Lady Mohr X Tangerine Bearded Pink Sdlg.) 

Very like Lady Mohr but in pink with a dark signal patch 

of redlviolet. The Onco markings are of soft rosy-violet. 


LAUREL HILL (Plough ‘49) M-L 30” $1.25 
(Wm. Mohr) X (Esplendido x Bruno) 

A large, heavy substanced bi-tone of bright rosy-lavender 

with characteristic Onco veining. While this hardy variety 

has pollen but rarely, it sets seed readily. 


LITTLE LAKE (Muhlestein ‘51) EEve0, $1.00 
(J. Sass Hoogiana Sdlg. X Chivalry) 

A small jaunty Iris with flaring falls. Tell says this is true 

blue and fertile both ways. 


MASTER NEIL (Jensen ‘52) EM 32” $3.00 
(Wm. Mohr X Stained Glass) 

Actually this charming plicata shows little of the Onco 

influence—but as it is fertile, it should be useful in breeding 

with other Oncobreds. Both standards and falls are of 


‘cream, delicately marked with cinnamon-brown. 


MAUVE DUST (Craig '53) M 38” $7.50 
(E-302 X Capitola) 

This is an entrancing flower if ever we saw one. One 
Denver visitor to our garden could scarcely take his eyes 
off it. If you like them subtle and sultry—this is for you. 
To say that the flowers are shades of dusky violet with 
Onco veining leaves much that cannot be told. Like ALL 
Aril-breds—they simply must be seen. 


MISS MUFFET (Saalbach ’40) E 20” $.75 
(Dauntless x W. R. Dykes) X (Wm. Mohr x Ib-Mac) 

An odd, rather than beautiful flower. The standards are 

pale violet, veined in brown and the falls are of chartreuse- 

yellow with a slight marbling of purple. Not an easy parent. 


MOAB (Jory ‘49) EM 30” $1.50 
(Grace Mohr Sdlg. X Capitola) 

The full, Mohr-type blooms are brown, of a stramge and 

exotic appearance. 


MOHR BEAUTY (Milliken °49) 
(Elmohr X Yellow Sdlg.) , 
In form it resembles its famous parent, although there is a 
bit more ruffling. It is a self of pale, light yellow, with what 
could be called a signal patch of palest gray lavender. 


MOHR ELEGANCE (Austin °43) EM 32” $2.50 
(Snow Flurry X Capitola) 

This Mohr has lovely and elegant Onco form. The pale 

amethyst blooms yet have an indication of Onco veining and 

the rather broad beard which is desirable in Aril-breds. Al- 

though with us, it has had no pollen, it sets seed well. 


MOHRESQUE (Keith ’50) EM 38” $1.50 
(Doxa X Zwanenburg) 

This is NOT a Mohr! Its name means LIKE a Mohr. The 

Onco in its parentage is Susiana. The standards are of 

light yellow-brown while the falls shade from yellow-buff 

to olive-chartreuse at the hafts and are flecked with purple. 

Sets some seed. 


MOHRLOFF (Schirmer ‘49) 
(Ormohr X Orloff) 

A ‘fancy-plicata’ of light blue-lavender. Very fertile both 

ways. 


MOHR MAJESTY (Walker '52) L 36” $5.00 
(Wm. Mohr X Golden Majesty) 

A handsome Mohr with broad falls and beautifully domed 

standards. Beautifully blended from straw-buff to char- 

treuse with typical deeper veining. A gorgeous wine-red 

flush in the falls lights the entire flower. Incidentally, this 

was a test-tube baby. H.M. ‘52 


MOHRSON (White ‘35) M 36” $.50 
(Wm. Mohr X ?) 

Credited with being the first recorded seeding from Wm. 

Mohr. The flower is as large as its famous parent and 

slightly ruffled in a red-violet that is almost black in its 

deeper parts. Sets seed and has pollen. 


MOLASSES (White-Lothrop ‘44) M 32” $1.50 
([(Theme x Sacremento) x (Pink Jadu x susiana)] X 
[(Dauntless x Mirasol) x (hauranensis) ])

. The involved parentage shows two Oncocyclus species in the 


makeup of this quite red Oncobred. The soft Bronze-red 
standards are closed over velvety flaring falls of a rich, dark 
scarlet.

(Chamaeiris Alba X iberica) 

This cross of a dwarf species and a true oncocyclus has

(Purissima X Capitola) 

Another huge flower out of this famous cross. There are 

variations in the rich, medium blue color according to its 

highlights and shadows. 


MOUNT ARARAT (Jory ‘49) EM 36” $1.00 
(Grace Mohr X Miss Muffet) 

This white and violet plicata is hardly what one would 

expect from the crossing of two such parents. 


MOUNT SINAI (Jory ’43) EM 32” $1.50 
(Grace Mohr Sdlg. X Capitola) 
A most interesting flower of coffee-brown shadings. 


MOHRNING DOVE (Craig ‘53) E 32” $6.00 

(Mariposa Mia X Capitola) — ' 
The large Mohr-type blooms have light lavender-gray 
standards and falls of yellow-green, stippled and veined 
in sandlewood. 


MOURNING DOVE (Toedt ’32) M 24” $1.00 
(Unknown) 

While there is no recorded parentage this is considered an 

Oncobred. It is cream-white, heavily stippled and veined 

in gray-lavender and flushed with buff. 


MOZO (White ’38) EE 30” $.75 
(Sofarana x susiana) X Yellow Mitchell Sdlg.) 

This easily grown plant is half Onco and looks it. Both 

standards and fallse are of creamy-yellow veined in 

bronze-red. Usually the first to bloom in the spring. 


MUSTAPHA (White 40) E 24” $1.25 
(Onco-bred) 

This exceptional flower has gray and lavender standards 

and flaring falls of maroon. 


MY DAY (Tharp *44) M 30” $1.00 
(Wm. Mohr X Los Angeles) 

Large white flower with overtones of varying shades of 

violet. 


MY O MY (White ‘41) E 24” $1.00 
(Onco-bred) 

The medium sizbed white flowers are veined and dotted 

at the edges with rosy-purple. The falls which appear 

somewhat darker due to heavier veining are further en- 

hanced by a pointed dark purple signal patch. 


NEAR EAST (White ‘39) VE 24” $1.25 
(Onco X Bearded) 

This ruffled light yellow is flushed and marbled with rose 

and heavily veined maroon. Very decorative. 


NELSON OF HILLY (White °41) E 24” $1.00 
(Onco-bred) 

Standards of white with a bluish-lavender cast rise above 

cream colored falls beautifully dotted with cinnamon and 

deep lavender. One of Mr. White’s most charming crea- 

tions. 


NEW LOOK (P. R. Johnson ’52) E-M 33” $2.50 
(Wm. Mohr X probably Bruno) 

While this is the reddest Onco to date, there is still purple 

in its make up. It has intricate Oncolike veining and is 

quite an eyecatcher. 


NIGHT MOTH (Craig ‘50) EE 38” $4.00 
(Advance Guard x M2-21) X (Jumna) 

A really lovely flower. Note the use of Jumna as the pollen 

parent. The blooms are pale wistaria, veined in muted 

violet. If you appreciate the soft pastels, you will like this 

one. Occasionally produces ‘proliferations’ along the bloom 

stalk after the fashion of certain Daylilies. 


NO MOHR (J. M. Gibson ’54) M 38” $18.00 
(Snow Flurry X Elmohr) 
The large beautifully ruffled flowers of bamboo-cream are 
heavy substanced and unusually long lasting. The falls 
have a faint flush of Elmohr’s coloring. 


N. J. THOMAS (Thomas-Thorup “44) M 26” $.50 
(Wm. Mohr X El] Capitan) another record give ‘Cardi- 

nal’ as pollen parent. 

This blue-purple bi-color has a velvety finish and an Onco 

look. 


ORMACO (Kleinsorge °42) ML 33” $.60 
(Aztec Copper X Ormohr) 
Rich purple with copper undertones. Fertile both ways. 


ORMOHR (Kleinsorge ‘37) M 40” -$.60 
(Wm. Mohr X Anakim) 

A large violet Mohr which is a good pod parent. One of 

its offspring, the handsome ‘Lady Dozier’ received an 


H.M. in ‘Sl. 


OVER HERE (White ‘38) M 32” $.75 
(Unknown) 

This is reportedly one-quarter Onco. It is of light silvery-red 

with blackish-crimson veins which are quite prominent 

about the almost white hafts. 


OYEZ (White ‘38) M 27” $1.25 
(Polyhymnia X Jubilee) 

The pod parent, which gives this fascinating flower its 
exotic appearance, is from ‘korolkowi violaceae X iberica 
Van Houteii’. The pinkish-white standards are veined in 
brownish rose and the stiffly flaring falls of cream are 
heavily lined with brownish-maroon, stunning for arrange- 
ments. 


PEARLIMOHR (Valette °53) 

(Gudrun X Capitola) 
Pearl-gray with a violet overcast in the falls. Large Mohr- 
type blooms. 


PEG DABAGH (Craig ‘48) 

(Purissima X Capitola) 
This rich violet-blue Mohr took the Gold Cup at the Holly- 
wood Show in '49. Widespread reports say it is not only 
hardy but increases well.

Symphony in Color 


Color in our sense of sight, and harmonious sound in our 
sense of hearing, are two of the most ethereal and spiritual 
experiences which any of our five senses can present to us.
